to farmers in their  munici- 


pality or loval improvemsnt dis- 
rict wh» have been hailed out, or 
crop has killed by 
drought during the past year, The 
Government will arrange to endorse 
these municipslities and local im 

provement districts at some charter 

ed bank to obtain the nt 
reasonable rates, the municipility 
or local improvement district te 
receive the applications for the seed 
yrain and distribute the same, take 
the notes for it and make the col 

lections when due. 

The difficulty in the past with 
the distribution of seed grain has 
been the cost of coliection for same 
over go wide an arca as the entire 
Province of Alberta. With each 
municipality or local improvemen 
district having charge of this matter 
the secretary of this local unit will 
be in closetouch with the farmer 
who receives seed grain and can at- 
tend to both the distribution and 
collection at a minimum cost. The 
Seed Grain Branch of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture has 
yhade purchases of seed grain in Al- 
berta and is now stored in the Dom- 
inion elevator. The purchase and 
distribution of it is in chirge of Mr 
A. E. Wilson, of the Dominion Seed 
Branch, Regina, Sask. As soon as 
the secretary of each municipality 
ascertains how much seed grain is 
required in his district, he will no- 
tify Mr. Wilson and he will arrange 
for the dilivery of the same. In 
the meantime, any Secretary of a 
rural Municipality or Improvement 
District who will write to Mr. Wil- 
son at Regina will get a circular. of 
prices at which the Government is 
selling this seed grain, their pro-

public affairs in the world during

His published memoris, the 
record of his sayings and . ctions dur- 
ing the Franco-German war by 
Busch, to say nothing of what gen- 
eral history tells of his achievements,

But knowledge of its contents reach- 
ed the kaiser, and he threatened the 
author with such dire penalties in 
case of its publication during his life 
that Bismarck, fearing its scizure by 
the emperor, secretly sent the manu- 
script to London, and it is now in 
the Bank of England. 

When Bismarck dicd the kaiser 
warned his sons, Herbert and Wil- 
liam, not to publish the book, and
